Lorenz Knorr. a political 
and public figure of the FRG, 
member of the directorate of the 
German Peace Union Parly, has 
sent an open letter to Chancel- 
lor Helmut Kohl. In the latter ha 
condemned Bunn's participation 
In speeding up the armB race in 
order to please the United Sla- 
tes and NATO. 

It Is stressed in the Loiter that 
Helmut Kohl's election promises 
lo secure "a world with the 
least amount of weapons” ara 
absolutely Incompatible wllh tho

Lorenz Knorr qualifies the lift-

NAKASONE 

REELECTED 


Tokyo. Prime Minister of 
Japan, Yasublro Nakasone, hat 
been confirmed by the leader- 
ship of the Llberal-Democrailc 
Party as the only nominee of 
Ihe LDP for tho post of Us chair- 
man.

BUILT 

PRAVDA reports a ship ol a new type was developed 
In the USSR. The Zullv shipyards la Kerch have laid the 
heel of the world's lint 40,000 h.p. nuclear transport 
with Icebreaking capability. She Is meant for carrying 
International standard lighters or containers in the 
Arctic seas. The sizes ol the nuclear ship, called "Sev- ■ 
moipuC, are rather Impressive: her length la nearly 
equal to three loot ball pilches, the width Is 32.2 metres, 
and payload — 33,500 tonnes. 

Through clear water the ship will go at a speed ol 
St toots— about 40 km per hour. Practically In any ice- 
field she will be able to move at a speed ol 5 knots. 
Her hull will stand any pressure ol the Arctic. 

The "Sevmorput" is capable ol taking on hoard 74 
light as, each 19 metres long and 10 metres wide. Its 
500-fonnc deck crane will quickly lower Ihem down lo 
he /owed by a tugboat.

CARDIOLOGY; NEW APPROACH 

Cardiovascular diseases form one of the global prob- ' 
Jems lacing mankind. To solve It, scientists believe, it fs 
necessary lo develop preventive catdiblogy. 

This Is largely lha work ol the fulure, the task of Ihe 
next century, but it Is necessary to start work today, 
writes In NAUKA I ZHlZN magaslno Academician 
Yevgeny Chazov, Director ol iho Ali-Unlon Cardiology ■ 
Centre tn Moscow. One ol Ihf thieo institutes making ; 
up Ihe Centre deals with preventive problems. Record- ■ 
Ing lo Ihe bUlhOr the Inst Rule had to reconsider former ■ 


conceptions and approaches. The fnsif/ulo has set up 
cooperation programmes on disease prevention cospon- 
sored by 20-30 institutes ol cardiology and cardiolog- 
ical centres In dillereni cities ol ihe country. They are 
studying the spreading and Inlluence ol the factors ol 
Ihe environment on the development ol cardiac diseases. 
For examp/e, more than 77,000 people a ullerlng Irom 
hypertension were examined, f.e„ 2,000-3,000 In various 
areas of the country. 

Speaking about new and principled Ideas which were 
provided by the work of the preventive Inst flu to, ft was 
proved that the roots ol cardiovascular diseases are 
traced In children and fhe youth. In other countries pre- 
ventive or other measures to control these diseases usu- 
ally begin at the age of 40, f.e., when the disease 
already manllests itself. This Is however a secondary 
prophylaxis, i.e., ol a disease rather than ol Us causes. 
Eul ,we pul fhe question in such a way as lo handle the 
disease at an early stage. l n lad, about 8 per cent ol 
schoolchildren aged 14 already have high arterial pres- 
sure. Atherosclerotic changes have, been registered by us 
among teenagers aged 12, 14 and 10. ,

FOR ANTARCTIC 
EXPLORATION WELLS 

Soviet scientists are going to 
study Antarctic glaciers with the 
help of new drilling equipment 
developed by Leningrad engi- 
neers. 

It includes a drill-mourned 
contraption which will be used 
to collect samples of carbon dio- 
xide, the most accurate Indicator 
of the Bge ol Ice, right deep In- 
side the well. Previously such 
analyses were conducted on 
many-mel re-long core samples 
which had first to be taken out 
of drill holes. 

Antarctica's Ice cover which 
Is in places more than four kilo- 
metres thick keeps growing by 
an average of four centimetres a 
year. By analysing the composi- 
tion of old Ice found there, So- 
viet scientists are able to learn 
facta about Ihe planet's weather,

MICROORGANISMS PURIFYING 
OIL-CONTAMINATED 


SUBSTANCES 


Mlcrooiganlsms producing 
methane have been dtscoven-d 
by Soviet scientists In oil Helds. 
Experts hope It will be possihle 
to use for processing crude oil 
wastes into valuable fuel and 
also tor purifying not only 
water, bul also soli coniamlna- 
ted with oil products. 

Among Ihe arsenal or scien- 
tists there are microorganisms 
and bacteria producing protein, 
alcohol and other valuable ma- 
terials lor Ihe chemical and 
food Industries, the power en- 
gineering and heavy Induslrles. 
agriculture and medicine. 

In recent years Soviet ex- 
perts have tried to use them 
tor the most unusual purposes, 
for example, to create sensors, 
photolransformers and catalysis 
of chemical processes. 


Lake Baikal tornado 


Weathermen stationed near 
Lake Baikal In Siberia have 
made ln their catalogue of rare 
and mysterious natural pheno- 
mena an entry about an unusual 
movement -of air masses. 

It was observed by a resident 
of Irkutsk Iron his boat on a 
quief summer day as be was 
fishing on tbe lake. 

• Never forgetting that when on 
Lake Baikal one has -to watch 
for’ every change in the weather; 
tbe angler spotted an Isolated 
doud. It hovered on ond spot 
for a long Hoe but then sud- 
denlly started for the shore at 


great speed. People on the shore 
could see a whirling funnel 
speeding low above the water 
for a few seconds. Tlie lake 
seemed to boll as tall waves rol- 
led along II. 

The Baikal trench Is the. place 
where dozens of winds originate, 
each having its own name. 

Experts Initially considered 
this phenomenon aa one of these 
winds. But as they have found 
out latefj irdo&s hot have one 
permanent place and direction. 
That the cloud should whirl fun- 
nel-llke Indicate* that It la a 
Baikal variety of a tornado.

sky's "Swan Lake". Her Odelle Is sweet and 
touching, and Odile Is brilliant and irresistible. 
The ballerlna'a movements are as convincingly 
melodious la the famous lyrical adagio, as they 
are Impetuous in the second-acl pas-de-deux. 

Yurt Grlgorovlch's productions have offered 
Ihe ballerina a chance to reveal her other assets.

‘THE TWENTIETH 

CENTURY’ 


This la the title of a cycle of 
films in which we want to show 
the main accomplishments of this 
century, Its achievements, Its 
tragic delusions, and contradic- 
tions, says film director Lev Ku- 
lidzhanov. 

At present, we are showing 
two films which are chronologi- 
cally distant from each other.

MERCHANT MARINE 
CONSULTATIONS 

Consultations were held in 
Moscow between the USSR Min- 
ister ol Merchant Marine TUuo- 
fel Guzhenko and tha Minister o! 
Transport and Communications 
of Sweden Curt Boslrfim. The 
ministers exchanged views on 
the development ot cooperation 
between tha two countries in 
the spheta ol sea transporL The 
aides positively assessed tha 
work of the mixed Sovtet-Swed- 
Ish commission on sea naviga- 
tion. The ministers also discussed 
some topical problems ol sea 
shipment aublect to International 
consideration. 

Sea transport ensures (lie ship- 
ment of the greater volume ol 
cargoes within the Iramework 
of bilateral trade whose value 
exceedod 900 million roubles 
last yoar. Oil and oil products, 
equipment, chemicals. TerrouB 
scrap and other goods are de- 
livered from the USSR to Swed- 
en by sea. Machinery and equip- 
ment, cellulose and agricultural 
produce make up the bulk of 
the Swedish exports to tho USSR. 

Ties between Ihe Icebreaking 
services of Ihe Soviet Union and 
Sweden have been developing 
successfully. Understanding was 
reached at a meeting early this 
year In Stockholm on Ihe expan- 
sion of mutual assistance of ships 
which find themselves In a dif- 
ficult Ice situation and on the 
exchange of Information between 
captains ol Icebreakers. 

Contacts between ihe national 
rescue services have consolldot- 
ed In the past suvcral years.
